biave men who have fought our bsttles. 
— lie thought six dollars s day, sn ade­ 
quate compenution ; that the sum now 
proposed was nearly ae high as that es­ 
tablished by the ^ fieen hundred dollar 
Uw, to called ; which had sn much agi­ 
tated the people, and occasioned so 
msny changes in the Hou^e— He 
thought the feelings of ths people ought 
to be consulted : disclaimed all motive» 
of popularity ; and was merely pursuing 
his duty. 
If he stoo>l alone, he said, he 
should oppose the Bill — I'he pay of 
Congress, he said, ought not to be so 
high, as to make it an object to come to 
Congress, with a view to making Mo­ 
ney c—He thought the Members of Con­ 
gress better paid, than many of the ofTi- 
cers of the government ; and. if they 
raised their own pay, they ought to in* 
crease that of others slso— He attri­ 
buted the dcprecistion of money, to the 
numerous bank establishments. 
W ith 
respect to tbe allurement of men of ta­ 
lents to come to Congress by high sala­ 
ries—what was It, he said, but an ac­ 
knowledgment, that patriotism was not 
the motive — He drew, he said, a wide 
distinction between a soond judgment, 
and a capacity to make speeches desti­ 
tute of that quality— He wished rather 
to see thi« hall filled by the former than 
the latter ; and such men could be had. 
without hidiUng so high for them. The 
pay ot %ix Dollars per day, with a little 
allowance for patriotic motives, would 
[ (ill the scats oTi this fioor with proper 
characters ; with men who would con­ 
duct the public business well ; with men 
who would be the advocates of liberality 
without extravagance, and of economy 
without meanness. Mr D complained 
repeatedly, of bciag interrupted by tbe 
disorder the House was in. 


Mr. Clay (the Speaker) after alluding 
to his entire i<;norance of the opinions of 
tbe gentlemen he had nominated on the 
conimitiee, as to the compensation, re­ 
marked, that every member must cer­ 
tainly by this lime have made up bis 
mind on the subjcct. 


Mr. Holmes, of Mass. mentioned, that 
he had called up the bill at the instance 
of other gentlemen ; and that nothing 
could induce him to enter into Ihe de­ 
bate, which be knew would be to no 
purpose. 


Mr. O gle, (of Penn.) replied lo Mr. 
Oesha. 
Ho too represented Tarmers ; 
but not men who wished persons to ruin 
themselves, in the public service.— He 
contended, that public oflicers should be 
psid for their services. 
In regsrd to the

if, by trepanning, tho brains of all the

was a compensation small enough, for a 
just recompense for attendance here ;

ititaents : he should vote, therefore, not 
iur popularity, but for what he conscien* 
liounly believed was just — He most sin­ 
cerely believed, he repeated, that men 
who served the public, ought to be piid :

It aeams a hopeless un­ 
dertaking to attempt to search tho root 
of this evil { tha privilege of getting 
drunk appears to be so prerjoua, lhai to 
ioipair It, ia like impairing a constitu­ 
tional right, and all that is left for us to 
do, are impotent attempis to circuni- 
acribe ihe dilTukiunof this poison, by the 
punishment of tbe vendera of it without 
license.» 1 cannot, however, gentlemen, 
leave this subject, without confessing 
my despair at the hopelessness of any 
reonedy for this gigantic evil, the gene­ 
ral use of strong liquors.

Look at the number of shop» aet up for 
tbe express purpose oi deriving an un­ 
hallowed gain from the intemperance of 
its customers, and we have no occasion 
to be astonished at the number of ihetis 
and other enormitijs, which at every 
term are presented to this court. When 
an unfortunate victim of inebriety is 
corrupted in his morals, and reduced to 
poverty, he is unfitted for honest indus­ 
try, and has no means left either to pro­ 
cure sustenance, or to supply bis favor­ 
ite beverage, but by thcfi. 
Should not 
the laws have provided a more severe 
punishment than they have done, for the 
inveieraie drunkard, as well as for hit 
tempter or seducer ? I feel some hesita­ 
tion m recommending to you, to lake 
notice of drunkards, because the gene­ 
ral acquiescence in toleruiing this vice 
of intoxication, would give to sacb a 
recommendation an air of unusual seve­ 
rity ; but 1 do not see why, upon ration­ 
al and acknowledged principles of law, 
open and public drunkennoss in the 
streets and highways, should not be 
subjects of Ihe animadversion of the law, 
as being against coipmon decency and 
decorum ; upon the same ground, the 
public and blusphemous swearer is also 
reprehensible, who walks your streets, 
exhaling profanations wiih every breath 
ot that atmosphère, which a bountiful 
Creator has provided for his existence, 
and which enables him lo return vile 
cursea for his bounty.”

A copy of ilio bill now befoi^ tliw 
House of Represenlativea of the United 
States to establish an uniform system of 
Bankruptcy throughout tbt United

The provisions of the bill it appeara 
aro extended onljr to ** Merchantt or 
other persona, residing within the Unit­ 
ed Slates, actuallf using the trade of 
merchandise, by buying and selling in 
gro!is, or by retail, or dealing in ex 
change, or as a bankerj broker, factor, 
underwiiti r, or marine insurer.** and 
c»pecially 
declaring, 
tliai farmers, 
graxiers, d.. vc's, diera, 
bleachcra, 
shocmakeiM, c;<rpcntera, shijKar|>entera, 
butchers, tiiiiors, bukers, achoolmasters, 
cnach-makers, cntmcrs, inn*keepers, or 
any artijiee» whose living is substantial­ 
ly gotten by mechaniral labour, though 
with some mixture of buying and aelling 
shall not, as such only, be deemed or 
taken wiihin the provisions of this act ** 
The bill declares that it shall not be 
construed to repeal or annul the laws 
now exi«ting o« hereafter nas^ed in any 
State for the relief of insnlvmt debtor«, 
other than auch aa are rxp’cHsly provid­ 
ed for in this act. 
The preference to 
United States* debts is co»(inued<—no 
i-xisting lien is to be impaired—.di«- 
charge is to be conclusive (of cour«e) 
aqainst all debts, judgments, «««ecu- 
tions, kc. of any kind in the United 
States'—and penalties for frauds are pro­ 
vided.
